He 
has  published  articles  on  Milton, 
Vaughan,  and  Shakespeare  in  the 


Philological  Quarterly.  Shakespeare 
Studies.  Studies  in  Iconography. 
Prairie  Schooner,  and  elsewhere. 

In  addition,  Bowers  has  had  con- 
siderable experience  as  a  teacher  at

She  is  currently  working  on 
an  article  on  the  work  of  Barbara 
Pym.

A  Computer  to  Call  Your  Own  —  The  Sweet  Briar  Plan 


Sweet  Briar  graduates  will  enter  a 
world  which  emphasizes  computer 
technology,  and  many  will  choose 
careers  in  which  they  will  use 
computer-based  systems  or  even 
design  software  and  information 
systems. 

Whether  or  not  students  have  used 
computers  in  high  school.  Sweet 
Briar  will  enable  them  to  gain 
knowledge  of  computer  usage  right 
along  with  liberal  arts  courses.  Sweet 
Briar's  science  departments  have 
long  used  computers,  but  now  the 
Apple  Macintosh  microcomputer  is 
being  used  extensively  in  English, 


Modern  Languages,  and  Studio  Art, 
Using  a  microcomputer  helps  to 
develop  organizing  and  writing  skills 
through  an  "idea  organizer"  and 
outlining  program,  word-use  and 
style-advising  programs,  not  to  men- 
tion programs  to  assist  in  the  literary 
analysis  of  a  written  work.  Behind 
such  tools  is  a  powerful  word  pro- 
cessor which  dramatically  simplifies 
the  process  of  revision  —  revision  for 
organization,  for  style,  and  for  clarity 
—  which  is  the  cornerstone  of  good 
writing. 

Although  the  College  provides 
microcomputers  in  public  locations 


for  student  use,  ideally  a  student 
should  have  a  microcomputer  on  her 
own  desk.  A  nevj  program  makes  that 
ideal  a  reality.  Through  special 
arrangements  with  Apple  Computer 
and  IBM,  any  student  may  purchase 
one  Macintosh  or  IBM  PC  through 
the  College  Book  Shop  at  a  substan- 
tial discount,  as  well  as  software, 
peripheral  equipment,  and  supplies. 
Special  consultants  are  available  to 
give  advice  on  purchasing  the  com- 
puter and  providing  training  and 
assistance  with  the  computer  and 
software.  A  "help  line"  is  available  by 
phone  and  in  person.

"Going  from  here,  this  most  beautiful 
of  all  college  campuses,  you  will 
learn  that  the  world  is  a  wonderful 
place,  and  you  will  learn  that  it  will 
break  your  heart  again,  and  again, 
and  again,"  novelist  Pat  Conroy  told 
the  125  graduates  at  Sweet  Briar's 
76th  annual  Commencement  exer- 
cises on  May  20. 

Conroy,  a  consummate  story-teller 
and  humorist  in  the  best  Southern 
tradition,  told  stories  of  his  own 
youth,  harking  back  to  The  Great 
Santini.  his  best-selling  novel  later 
made  into  a  movie.  Reminiscing 
about  the  moments  of  magic  in  his 
own  life,  he  advised  the  seniors  to 
make  their  lives  "a  work  of  art  ...a 
search  for  magic."

Sweet  Briar  chemistry  majors  Mary 
Cole  '86  of  Sykesville,  Maryland,  and 
Suzy  Stewardson  '86  of  Englewood, 
Colorado,  along  with  Susan  Piepho, 
professor  of  chemistry,  attended  a 
CURI  (College-University  Resource  In- 
stitute, Inc.)  "Women  in  Chemistry" 
Workshop  held  in  Washington, DC.  in 
April  The  workshop  was  jointly  con- 
ducted by  the  five-college  ad  hoc 
consortium  (College  of  St.  Catherine, 
Mount  Holyoke  College,  New  Jersey 
Institute  of  Technology,  Skidmore  Col- 
lege, and  Sweet  Briar  College)  which 
has  received  a  grant  from  the 
Camille  and  Henry  Dreyfuss  Founda- 
tion to  attract  women  to  enter  the 
field  of  chemistry. 

A  panel  of  five  students,  including 
Suzy,  presented  questions  to  a  group 
of  highly  successful  academic  and 
industrial  chemists,  all  women:  Dr.

These  women  offered  the  students

industry  and  in  graduate  schools, 
they  said,  it  is  growing  less  as  more 
and  more  women  enter  scientific 
fields. 

Julia  M   Jacobsen,  director  of 
government  relations  and  sponsored 
programs  and  president  of  CURI,  was 
the  guiding  force  behind  both  the 
consortium  and  the  workshop.

Reunion  Gifts  Set  New  Records 


Eleven  reunion  classes  presented 
Sweet  Briar  College  with  a  record 
$452,468  in  unrestricted  gifts  at  the 
Alumnae  Reunion  celebration  on  May 
25  Two  classes  —  1935  and  1945  — 
each  raised  $100,000  for  the  Alum- 
nae Fund,  almost  $30,000  more  than 
the  previous  record  of  $72,000  set 
last  year. 

Other  reunion  classes  also  raised 
record  gifts  for  the  College:  The 
Class  of  1930  raised  $25,621;  Class 
of  1940,  $44,126:  Class  of  1950, 
$50,161;  Class  of  1955,  $26,025; 
Class  of  1960,  $60,872;  Class  of 
1965,  $17,167,  Class  of  1970.  $10,950; 


Class  of  1975,  $14,091;  and  Class  of 
1980,  $3,455. 

Reunion  class  contributions  made 
up  42  percent  of  the  total  given  to 
the  Alumnae  Fund  and  accounted  for 
a  major  portion  of  the  total  of 
$1,122,004  raised  for  the  Annual 
Fund.  This  year's  fund  showed  an  in- 
crease of  29  percent  over  last  year's 
total  of  $867,679 

The  College's  Million  Dollar  Annual 
Fund  ranks  Sweet  Briar  with  only 
three  other  women's  colleges  in  the 
U.S.  to  raise  equivalent  amounts  in 
unrestricted  gifts  from  individuals  — 
Smith,  Wellesley.  and  Mount  Holyoke.

This  new  Lifetimes  Center  is  intended 
to  increase  student  and  alumnae  aware- 
ness of  the  need  for  continual  self- 
assessment  and  planning  at  different 
times  and  stages  in  women's  lives. 

The  Center  will  extend  to  alumnae 
the  many  testing,  counseling,  and 
informational  programs  now  offered 


students,  and  will  give  both  students 
and  alumnae  —  even  prospective 
students  —  access  to  each  other 
through  a  computerized  network. 
Alumnae  clubs  in  the  larger  cities 
(New  York,  Chicago.  Washington)  with 
the  help  of  the  Alumnae  Office  have 
already  published  Networking 
Resource  Directories 

An  important  aspect  of  Lifetimes 
will  be  the  development  of  a  network 
of  volunteers  and  a  new  program  in 
volunteer  management  or  leadership. 


The  Center  will  also  offer  a  program 
of  Continuing  Studies  courses  and 
workshops  to  aid  alumnae  and  com- 
munity residents  to  prepare  for  and 
cope  with  various  stages  and  situa- 
tions in  their  lives  and  careers. 

Carter  Hopkins,  director  of  career 
planning  and  the  Lifetimes  Center,  says 
that  "the  Lifetimes  program  represents 
continued  caring  by  the  College,  a 
giving  and  taking  by  students  and 
alumnae  throughout  their  lives."
